The recent discovery in Kamloops remind us about the 
importance of acknowledging the legacy of residential schools 


and their tragic impact on First Nations, Inuit and Metis peoples. 


The first residential schools were opened toward the end of the 
19" century. The last ceased operation only near the close of the 
20" century. This is not ancient history. The number of survivors 


is great. The victims, greater. The healing process is long. 


It's difficult to imagine the pain suffered by so many Indigenous 
children and their parents. = is reported that one of the Kamloops 
residential school was only three-years old. A life that was stolen 
and probably buried in secret. It's disturbing and it should have 


never happened. But it has happened. 
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In British Columbia, there were at least 22 residential schools’ 
mandated by the federal government and operated by the Roman 
Catholic, Methodist, Anglican, Presbyterian, and United Churches 
of Canada. Attendance at residential schools was made 
mandatory by law and parents who refused to send their children 


were threatened with fines or imprisonment. 


Many students who went to residential school never returned. 
They were lost to their families. They died at rates that were far 
higher than those experienced by the general school-aged 
population. Their parents were often uninformed of their sickness 
and death. They were buried away from their families in long- 


neglected graves.’ 


Although it is painful, we need to continue the search for answers. 
We have a responsibility to know the history and legacy of 
residential schools, and honour residential school survivors, their 


families and communities. 
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Archaeological and historic research was conducted about 
potential grave sites and cemeteries at former residential school 
sites across Canada in advance of the Truth and Reconciliation 
Commission hearings. All available federal related records were 
turned over to the TRC. The National Centre for Truth and 
Reconciliation has reports on death of students but these records 


are incomplete. 


The residential school system is a national tragedy borne by 
colonialism and propelled by systematic racism. Acknowledging 
this past and educating Canadians about the experiences of 
Indigenous children in these schools will ensure that this history is 
never forgotten. It is an important step toward in righting past 


wrongs. 


We have taken important steps towards reconciliation but much 
more needs to be done. Canadians’ understanding of the painful 
legacy of residential schools is vital to truth telling, reconciliation, 


recognizing past injustices, and healing. 


This is why this government have made steps to advancing 
reconciliation between Indigenous and non-indigenous peoples in 
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Canada, like changes to the Oath of Citizenship. The changes 
assist in continuing to build Crown-Indigenous relations, and in 
fulfilling the Truth and Reconciliation Commission’s Calls to 


Action. 


For example, too many Canadians have little to no knowledge 
about the tragedy of the residential schools. The lack of public 
awareness regarding the systemic way in which indigenous 
children were taken from their families has had serious 


CONSEQUENCES. 


Residential schooling played a major role in the rapid 
transformation of the traditional, land-based lifestyles and 
economies. The distances that Inuit and some First Nations and 
Metis children had to travel to school meant that, in some cases, 


children were separated from their parents for years. 


The history of these schools is so recent as there are not only 
many survivors today, but also many living parents of survivors. i Commented [KT 1]: 
For these reasons the intergenerational impacts and the legacy of 


the schools are felt strongly in the North. 
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Another example that supports reconciliation, June is National 
Indigenous History Month, a time for all communities to come 
together to learn about Indigenous history. It’s also a time to 
honour the distinct heritage, languages cultural practices and 


spiritual beliefs of First Nation, Metis and Inuit. 


Significant progress is well underway. Approximately 80 percent 
of the Calls to Action under the sole or shared responsibility of the 


federal government are completed or are in progress. 


The legacy of residential schools is a dark chapter in Canadian 
history, but it was certainly not the only painful legacy of decades 
of colonization and systemic racism. We must never forget any of 


these painful chapters in Canadian history. 


The Government of Canada is committed to reconciliation. We 
Know that we cannot take those important steps forward without 
addressing the wrongs of our past. Every child matters and every 


child deserves to be cared for and feel the full sense of their 
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worth. It is through listening and understanding that we can 


ensure all children can feel hopeful for their future. 


For the past century and a half, Canada has put up barriers to 
true partnership with Indigenous Peoples. Look where it has 


gotten us. 


We know we can do better; indeed, we must. Collectively, we 
must chart a new path toward a Canada that honours, respects 
and is fully inclusive for First Nations, Inuit and Métis peoples — 
with renewed relationships that restore the historical partnerships 


that are fundamental to the growth and prosperity of our country. 


Even more, every single person in Canada has an obligation to 
work towards reconciliation and decolonizing Canada. We must 


do this together. 


All across Canada, we have transformed the way Canada 
engages with Indigenous Peoples and how we work together. 
This the new Recognition of Indigenous Rights and Self- 


Determination discussion tables, which present a forum to discuss 
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the unique rights, needs, and interests most important to 


Indigenous communities. 


Reconciliation must be guided by listening to Indigenous Peoples 
and actively finding solutions to right the wrongs of the past. We 
do not condone the acts that took place in residential schools. We 


have to learn. And understand.

e You last met with the Canadian Conference of Catholic Bishops on May 29, 2018. 
Monseigneur Lionel Gendron (then President) and Monseigneur Frank Leo (then 
General Secretary) attended this meeting. 

e You had requested that meeting to discuss a way forward on implementing the Truth 
and Reconciliation Commission’s Calls to Action and a follow-up to correspondence 
between yourself and the President of the Canadian Conference of Catholic Bishops 
related to the Holy See’s decision regarding an apology for the Catholic Church's 
role in Indian residential schools. 

e The Kamloops Indian Residential School opened on May 19, 1890 under Roman 
Catholic administration and was located on the Kamloops Reserve No. 1 
approximately 4.5 kilometers from the town of Kamloops, British Columbia. 

e Inthe late 1940s and 1950s Kamloops Indian Residential School was noted as the 
largest residential school in Canada. Throughout 1950s and 1960s, there were 
approximately 400 residents a year, though additional residents were frequently 
admitted. 
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Children residing at the IRS came primarily from the Okanagan, Shuswap, 
Thompson and Lillooet areas of British Columbia. 

In 1959, children started to receive their academic instruction from schools in the 
town of Kamloops. By 1969, all residents were obtaining their academic instruction 
from schools in Kamloops. 

On May 27, 2021, representatives of the Tk’emlups First Nations shared the tragic 
news that remains were found in the area of the former Indian Kamloops Indian 
Residential School.

CONTEXT/FEDERAL OBJECTIVES 


e The Roman Catholic Church of Canada is a party to the Indian Residential Schools 
Settlement Agreement. It is the only church entity, Party to the Agreement that has 
not apologized for its role in Canada’s Indian residential schools. 

e In May 2017, the Prime Minister met with the Holy See to encourage him to 
apologize for the Catholic Church's involvement in the residential schools as per the 
Truth and Reconciliation Commission's Call to Action 58 (Annex A). 

e The Pope has apologized for similar wrongs perpetrated by the Catholic Church, for 
example to Irish victims of abuse in 2010, and to Indigenous Peoples of Bolivia in 
2015 for “grave sins’ related to colonialism committed by the church. 
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e In March 2018, the Roman Catholic Church announced that Pope Francis would not 
apologize for its role in Canada’s Indian residential schools. In an open letter to 
Canada’s Indigenous Peoples, Monseigneur Lionel Gendron noted that, “after 
carefully considering the request and extensive dialogue with the Bishops of 
Canada, he [Pope Francis] felt that he could not personally respond.” (Annex B). 

e Inrecent years, authority has been decentralized from the Vatican to local bishops. 
Nevertheless, it is possible that the Pope’s decision is due to advice received from 
Canadian Bishops. 

e Following the Pope’s decision, you wrote a letter to Monseigneur Lionel Gendron, 
the President of the Canadian Conference of Catholic Bishops, expressing your 
deep regret for his Holiness’ decision regarding the issuing of an apology to 
survivors of residential schools, their families and their communities for the Roman 
Catholic Church's role in the spiritual, emotional, physical and sexual abuse of First 
Nation, Inuit, and Metis children in Catholic-run residential schools in Canada 
(Annex C). 

e In your letter, you requested a meeting with Monseigneur Gendron to discuss how 
you could work together on implementing the Truth and Reconciliation Commission's 
Calls to Action. You also provide your support to facilitate a meeting between the 
Canadian Conference of Catholic Bishops and survivors to personally hear what an 
apology would mean to the survivors and how tt Is crucial to reconciliation in 
Canada. 

e In your letter you also encourage the Canadian Conference of Catholic Bishops to 
demonstrate its commitment to the reconciliation process and unity by urging the 
Holy See to reconsider the Church's decision not to offer an apology. 

e Monseigneur Gendron responded to your letter on May 7, 2018 (Annex D). In his 
letter he accepts your offer to meet and mentions that his staff made a similar 
request to Mr. Daniel Pujdak on July 11, 2016. 

e Monseigneur Gendron’s letter also included a list referring to “statements from the 
leadership of the Catholic Church in Canada on Indigenous issues’ (Annex A). 

e One of the links within the list of statements makes reference to the Church's 
rejection of the notion of the Doctrine of Discovery and ferra nullius as per Call to 
Action 47 and its support of the United Nations Declaration on the Rights of 
Indigenous Peoples (Annex E). However, the paper is not clear on the Catholic 
Church's position - whether it outright repudiates the Doctrine of Discovery, or 
distances the Church’s responsibility with respect to the use of the Doctrine of 
Discovery by Europeans to justify the theft of Indigenous land. It would be helpful to 
seek that clarity from Monseigneur Gendron. 

e On Opposition Day on April 26, 2018, Charlie Angus, NDP MP brought a Motion by 
which he requested: 

“That, in responding to the call of the Truth and Reconciliation 

Commission to move our nation on a path of true healing for the crimes 

of the residential school era, the House: 

(a) invite Pope Francis to participate in this journey with can aglans by 

pancho to wae to Action 58 of the (7: lt 
“v7 and Issue a formal papal apology or ne. (OE of 
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the Canadian Catholic Church in the establishment, operations, and 

abuses of the residential schools; 

(b) call upon the Canadian ea noue Church to live up to ineir more! 

oage and the spint of the « OO) 

é 9f and resume best efforts to raise the full amount 
i e agree upon funds: and 
(c) call on the Catholic entities that were involved in the running of the 
residential schools to make a consistent and sustained effort to turn 
over relevant documents when called upon by survivors of residential 
Schools, their families, and scholars working to understand the full 
scope of the horrors of the residential school system in the interest of 
truth and reconciliation. ” 

e The motion was adopted with only 10 Conservative MPs opposing it. All the parties 
in the House of Commons worked together to support this motion. 

e During that same day, Charlie Angus, NDP, MP asked you to meet St. Anne Indian 
residential school Survivors. This meeting took place in Parliament where you 
received a number of requests, one of which included rescinding the Papal Bull 
(related to the Doctrine of Discovery). You committed to raising this with the 
Canadian Catholic Bishops at your next meeting. 

e The request to rescind the Papal Bull is of a constitutional nature and relates to the 
Truth and Reconciliation Commission Call to Action 45(i) calling “upon the 
Government, on behalf of all Canadians, to jointly develop with Aboriginal Peoples a 
Royal Proclamation of Reconciliation to be issued by the Crown.” Justice Canada 
has the lead on this Call to Action. 

e Your upcoming meeting with Canada’s Catholic Bishops may be an opportunity for 
you to raise this issue, reinforce the Church’s role in waiving settlement privilege so 
that Survivors can direct that their stories be archived with the National Centre for 
Truth and Reconciliation and to reinforce the healing benefit of a Papal apology for 
the Survivors. 


Key Messages 


e Bringing closure to the legacy of Indian residential schools lies at the heart of 
reconciliation and a renewal of the relationships between Indigenous people 
who attended these schools, their families and communities, and all 
Canadians. 


e Call to Action 58 calls on the Pope to issue an apology to residential school 
Survivors, their families, and communities. 


e The Prime Minister formally requested an apology when he met Pope Francis 
at the Vatican last year. 


e Canada continues to believe that an apology from the Pope, on behalf of the 
Roman Catholic Church, is an important step in acknowledging the past and 
moving toward reconciliation. Survivors, and our Indigenous partners have 
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also emphasized the importance of receiving a Papal apology and its 
significance in building a renewed relationship 


e Last April, | met with Survivors of St. Anne Residential School who presented 
me with a list of requests. During our meeting, | committed to St. Anne’s 
Survivors that | would discuss with you the matter of rescinding the Papal 
Bulls. 


e Thank you for your letter and for sharing the list of statements by the 
leadership of the Catholic Church. | am aware of the material on your website 
related to the Doctrine of Discovery, the Papal Bulls and the concept of ferra 
nullius. However, it is unclear in your material whether the Church is 
repudiating the concepts or not. Could you confirm? If the Catholic Church 
has repudiated these concepts, this is an important step forward and | would 
encourage you to consider sharing this publicly.

Annex E: The “Doctrine of Discovery” and Terra Nullius: A Catholic Response 
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Budget 2019 announced $33.8M in funding for the implementation of Calls to 
Action 72 to 76. Why has there been a delay in releasing this funding? 


Funding authorities for implementing developing and maintaining a National 
Residential School Student Death Register (Call to Action 72) and an online 
registry of residential school cemeteries and other burial sites (Call to Action 73) 
were confirmed and $6.7M drawn down in June 2020. 

Between July and November 2020, Crown-Indigenous Relations and Northern 
Affairs Canada hosted a series of 15 virtual engagement sessions with over 140 
participants from a wide variety of organizations across Canada. 

Through these sessions Crown-Indigenous Relations and Northern Affairs 
Canada heard from Survivors and received guidance, in keeping with the 
principles set out in these Calls to Action on the development of national strategy 
that will facilitate the identification, documentation, information sharing, and 
commemoration, of residential school cemeteries and burial sites. 

The Department received authorities to implement Calls to Action 74 to 76 in 
February 2020 and is accessing the remaining $27.1M. 


What have we accomplished so far with our partners? 


We continue our partnership with the National Centre for Truth and 
Reconciliation and have provided $2.6M to support their work in further 
developing and maintaining the National Residential School Student Death 
Register (Call to Action 72). 

We are also working together to provide additional resources for the 
development of an online registry of residential school cemeteries and other 
burial sites (Call to Action 73). 

Between July and November 2020, Crown-Indigenous Relations and Northern 
Affairs Canada hosted a series of 15 virtual engagement sessions with over 140 
participants from a wide variety of organizations across Canada. 

We listened and overwhelmingly heard that Canada is well placed to facilitate 
partnerships and provide access to tools, resources and expertise to support a 
trauma-informed, community-led approach to address the wishes of Survivors 
and their families. 

We are currently putting in place up to $27.1M to support communities in in 
researching, locating, memorializing and bringing home those children who died 
while at Indian Residential Schools. 
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How do communities and partners access the funding? 


The Department is putting in place a simple, flexible funding envelope to help 
support the needs of communities to advance this important work. Funding will be 
available for a range of activities that include as a first step: school-specific research 
and knowledge gathering on the children who died and their burial places. 

It will be important that there is community engagement to discuss burial site 
investigations, and protocols and ceremony to support this work. 

Funding will also be available for impacted communities to conduct professional 
burial site surveying such as was conducted at the Kamloops Residential School. 
This envelope will also Support communities to memorialize the children in a 
culturally meaningful manner. 

These funds will flow to Indigenous partners through existing CIRNAC program 
authorities. | will be able to share more details in the coming days and weeks on 
how communities and partners can access this funding. 


Why did the Government refuse to provide the $1.5M to the TRC to complete their 
work in 2009? 


The Government in December 2009 did deny the TRC’s request for additional 
funding; however, this Government has will continue to invest in working with 
survivors, their families, communities and organizations such as the National Centre 
for Truth and Reconciliation to further this important work, in a good way. 
Throughout the summer of 2021, my officials conducted more than 15 virtual 
engagement sessions across the country to seek the views and perspectives from 
survivors, national organizations, academics, archeologists, historians and others on 
a way forward to the important work under Calls to Action 74 to 76 related to missing 
children of Indian residential schools. 

The work must be informed by those most impacted, survivors, their families and 
communities and by Knowledge Keepers, Elders and others who can guide this 
work. 

The message was also very clear that we must get on with it — that those holders of 
knowledge are dying, family members who need to know where their loved ones are 
are dying and there is no longer time to wait. 

Canada is committed to working with survivors, their families and communities in the 
coming months to meet their needs in advancing this important work. 


If funding was provided in Budget 2019, why has it taken the Government so long 
to get started on this work? 


e Work has been underway; however, with the completion of the national 
engagement sessions held last summer, we are now better informed as to how 
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survivors, communities and our Indigenous partners want to advance the work of 
locating, memorializing, and commemorating missing children of residential 
schools. 

Since 2017-18, the government of Canada has been providing funding to support 
the implementation of Calls to Action 72 to 76, which relate to missing children of 
residential school. 

In 2017-18, Crown-Indigenous Relations and Northern Affairs provided $500,000 
to the National Centre for Truth and to begin developing the National Residential 
school Student Death Register. This funding supported early stages of reviewing 
historical documents on student deaths and burial sites held by the Centre, 
developing a database platform and consulting with communities and Survivors on 
information sharing and privacy considerations on this delicate subject. 


In January 2020, $ 2.6M has been provided to the NCTR to continue the 
development and maintenance of the National Residential School Student Death 
Register. Additional funding has been allocated for 2021-22 for the Centre to 
begin developing the online register of cemeteries and burial sites, in 
collaboration with impacted communities. 


How many children died while attending residential schools and how many burial 
sites are there? 


The Truth and Reconciliation Commission estimated that approximately 6,000 
children died or went missing while in attendance at residential schools (Missing 
Children and Unmarked Burials (Vol 4., 2015)). To date, the National Centre for 
Truth and Reconciliation has identified 4118 children from an initial document 
review. 

While there are 140 Residential Schools recognized as being part of the Indian 
Residential School Settlement Agreement, the actual number of individual burial 
or cemetery sites associated with residential schools is unknown. 


How much information about deceased children and/or their burial sites has been 
shared with families/communities to date? 


The National Residential School Student Death Register (Call to Action 72) was 
developed by the National Centre for Truth and Reconciliation in 2019 with 
financial support from my Department. A publicly accessible list of deceased 
students, called the “Memorial Register’, is available through the Centre’s 
website. The Centre has staff to help family members, communities, media, 
researchers and members of the general public to access more fulsome records 
of individual children. 

Access to the records Is only allowed on a case-by-case basis according to 
access and privacy legislation with priority given to Survivors, intergenerational 
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Survivors, family members and communities looking for information on loved 
ones. 


How many communities have you engaged with? How are you protecting 
families/communities from re-traumatization or consultation fatigue? 


The proposed approach assumes outreach and ongoing engagement with 
impacted communities for each of the 140 Residential Schools included in the 
Indian Residential School Settlement Agreement. 

Wellness and community health supports will be provided throughout all phases 
of this work with the support of my Department and aligned with Indigenous 
services Canada’s Distinctions-Based Mental Health and Wellness Strategy, as 
well as the National Indian Residential School Crisis Line, with texting and on-line 
support. 


Do you expect to be able to meet all community requests? What happens if you 
run out of funding? What is the plan for communities that are not ready to act 
within the allotted 3-yr timeframe (2021-2024)? 


Funding estimates were based on uptake by communities associated with each 
of the 140 Residential Schools. My Department has put together a team of expert 
staff to ensure a strong degree of project management and will utilize the 
National Oversight Committee to provide guidance on the scope of the work, 
adjust timelines as needed, and contain costs. 

Strategic engagement with impacted communities will aim to minimize 
incomplete projects or requests for funding outside of the 3 year timeframe. Work 
that cannot be done during this time will be addressed on a case-by-case basis. 
A return to Cabinet may be required in the future. 


There is ongoing systemic racism and fundamental issues in some Indigenous 
communities, such as access to safe drinking water. How can we justify spending 
in areas that don’t support basic life necessities — especially during the 
pandemic? 


e Families whose loved ones never returned home from residential schools 
have waited long enough for action. 

e They have clearly told us that this work must get going, the time is now. 

e The lost souls located at Kamloops is an illustration of the pain caused by the 
legacy of residential schools. Survivors, their families and communities and 
all Canadians deserve to know where these lost innocent souls are resting. 

e Families and communities must have the right to grieve, heal through 
ceremony and memorialize those children lost while attending residential 
schools. 

e This important work does not negate the Government's commitment to 
addressing other important issues such as systemic racism or the need for 
clean water and safe housing. 
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How/when will the provinces and territories be involved? 


e Since Call to Action 71 makes a specific request of the provincial 
governments, preliminary outreach indicates that they are aware of their role 
in providing data surrounding the deaths of students. 

e Provinces and territories have jurisdiction over archiving, and other matters 


related to the care and control of burial sites, cemeteries and human remains. 


e Bilateral engagement with the provinces/territories to date has highlighted a 
keen interest at the provincial/territorial level, in particular where larger 
numbers of residential schools were located. 


Why is there a need for a National Oversight Committee? 


Establishing a National Oversight Committee was recommended to us during the 
summer/fall 2020 engagement sessions to provide guidance, lend credibility and 
expertise, and offer suggestions for course correction. 

The Committee will be comprised of individuals inclusive of gender, the regions, 
and First Nations, Inuit and Metis, and will include representatives from National 
and Regional Indigenous organizations, Survivor groups, Indigenous subject 
matter experts, and key stakeholders, to the best extent possible. 


How will the National Oversight Committee be selected? 


The goal is to establish a working committee, supported by the Department, that 
is representative of Metis, Inuit and First Nations peoples, including youth and 
Survivors, northern and rural realities and includes subject matter experts such 
as heritage practitioners, Healers, archaeologists and Knowledge Keepers. 


What is the anticipated appetite for requests for more intrusive archeological 
procedures, and will the allocated budget meet such needs? How will you 
respond to requests for excavation and/or DNA testing? 


Funding to provide professional archaeological services and equipment is the 
largest cost element for this initiative. $9.8M over three years has been allocated 
for a projected number of former Residential School sites that are anticipated to 
have associated cemeteries. This number considers requests for excavation. 
DNA testing will be considered on a case-by-case basis. 

My Department will work closely with community partners and archaeological 
service providers to identify cost saving strategies (e.g. use of community 
volunteers to contribute toward non-specialized preparatory tasks such as 
clearing; strategic clustering of investigations by geographical location etc.) in 
order to offset higher than anticipated costs per Residential School. 
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What is the role of the National Centre for Truth and Reconciliation? 


The Department partnered with the National Centre for Truth and Reconciliation 
in 2019 to develop the National Indian Residential School Death Register, to 
initiate documentary review of the collections transferred to the Centre and not 
yet reviewed and to engagement with Survivor organizations on the development 
of privacy and access protocols. This foundational work led to the development 
of a public-facing Memorial Register with some information published on its 
website. 

The Department continues its partnership with the Centre to fund the completion 
of the documentary review, provide capacity development support to facilitate 
access to information from those records and produce information sets to support 
local and community engagement. It is expected that the Department will 
continue to partner with the Centre during community-based engagements to 
support those discussions with available information located during the 
documentary review. 


How will the initiative address the challenge of children being sent to schools 
far away from their communities or that they may have attended multiple 
schools? 


This initiative is important and challenging as it is inclusive of communities across 
Canada that attended residential schools from coast to coast to coast. This 
initiative is also very personal to Survivors, families and communities. 

We are prepared to listen to the views of Survivors, families and communities 
through engagement processes throughout the scope of the initiative. We also 
understand that many aspects of the legacy of the residential school experience 
may be communicated and shared. We are here to listen to all of these 
perspectives and help navigate support through other pathways if pertinent. 

This initiative is seeking a mandate to locate, document and commemorate the 
final resting places of those children who died while attending Indian Residential 
schools. Guided by the principles shared in Call to Action 76, the initiative will be 
guided by those community most affected and facilitate support for closure and 
continued cultural healing.

It is with heartfelt sorrow that I express my condolences to residential school 
survivors and their families who have been subjected, yet again, to the terrible pain 
associated with this legacy.

difficult time. 


It is a source of national shame that roughly 150,000 Indigenous children were 
forcibly removed and separated from their families and communities to attend 
residential schools. The paternalistic system was imposed on Indigenous peoples 
as part of assimilation efforts to destroy their rich cultures and identities and to

1990s. Canada deeply regrets its past policies and the trauma experienced by

poor conditions, mistreatment, and the madequate quality of the schooling itself. 


Children fought against the system by refusing to let go of their languages and 
identities. Some ran away from the schools, trying to return home. Some died in

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Those who survived advocated for recognition and reparations. They rightfully 
demanded that governments and churches be held accountable for the harms they

Mr. Speaker, while we must never forget this tragedy, Canadians can take quiet 
pride- consolation in the concrete steps that have been taken to make amends for 
this historic injustice. This includes formal apologies by government, the Indian 
Residential Schools Settlement Agreement and Independent Assessment Process, 
and the establishment of the Truth and Reconciliation Commission that ran from 


2008 to 2015. 


The Indian Residential School Settlement Agreement was approved in May 2006. 
The implementation of the Agreement began in September 2007 anc was to bring a 


fair and lasting resolution to the legacy of the Indian Residential Schools. 


The Settlement Agreement, including the Independent Assessment Process, was 
the first of its kind. It initiated a change in Canada’s approach to addressing the 
harms caused by Indian Residential Schools — an approach promoting 


reconciliation. 


Through the Indian Residential School Settlement Agreement, Canada provided 
financial compensation for abuse of Indigenous children, resolving 38,275 claims

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Mr. Speaker, the Independent Assessment Process was a difficult one for 
survivors. It took incredible courage for survivors to share their stories. The 
accounts of residential school survivors underscored the devastating experiences 
that they, as children had at residential schools, and the long-term impacts of these 


experiences not only on survivors, but also on their families and communities. 


While the Process was not perfect, it cic acknowledged the harms suffered by the 
children who went to Indian Residential Schools due to past government policies

SUMMARY 


BACKGROUND 


e The Kamloops Indian Residential School opened on May 19, 1890 and was located 
on the Kamloops Reserve No. 1 approximately 4.5 kilometers from the town of 
Kamloops, British Columbia. 


e In 1959, the residential school had thirteen classrooms and began to provide 
academic instruction to day students. In 1964, there were approximately fifteen 
buildings connected with the Kamloops Indian Residential School. 


e Inthe late 1940s and 1950s Kamloops Indian Residential School was noted as the 
largest residential school in Canada. Throughout 1950s and 1960s, there were 
approximately 400 residents a year, though additional residents were frequently 
admitted. 


e Children residing at the IRS came primarily from the Okanagan, Shuswap, 
Thompson and Lillooet areas of British Columbia.. 


e In 1959, children started to receive their academic instruction from schools in the 
town of Kamloops. By 1969, all residents were obtaining their academic instruction 
from schools in Kamloops. 


e On May 27, 2021, representatives of the Tk’emlups First Nations shared the tragic 
news that remains were found in the area of the former Indian Kamloops Indian 
Residential School. 


CIRNAC COMMENT 
e Thousands of Indigenous children died while attending Indian Residential Schools 


and were often buried outside of their home communities. These children were often 
buried without markers or protection protocols for their final resting places and

sometimes without families being informed nor afforded the right to memorialize 
these children in a culturally appropriate manner. The actual number of individual 
burial or cemetery sites associated with residential schools is unknown.

On June 2, 2021, you announced that $27.1 million in funding would be 
available to support community-led, survivor-centered activities regarding the 
implementation of Calls to Action 74 and 75, regarding missing children and 
burials information. 


This funding will also support Indigenous partners and communities in 
developing community plans, conducting research and gathering local 
knowledge, accessing professional archaeological investigation services to 
identify and delineate burial sites, and to memorialize, commemorate and 
return their loved ones' remains home, as requested. 


We encourage communities to come together to co-develop an approach to 
locating these missing children and unmarked graves that Is inclusive to the 
many communities that had children removed to attend Indian Residential 
Schools, including the former Alberni Indian Residential School. 


We know that the finding the children who died and locating their burial sites 
is extremely complex and very daunting for Survivors, families and 
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communities, particularly as this will trigger horrific memories and feelings. 
Having supports throughout these processes, being able to have ceremony 
and come together as communities we have heard is essential. The funding 
we have announced can be provided to fund those ceremonies and other 
healing events within the communities.

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2. Truth and Reconciliation Commission Calls to Action & the Kamloops Discovery 


The discovery of a mass grave in the area of the Kamloops Indian Residential 


School, located on the traditional territory of the Tk'emlUps te Secwepemc people 


brought national attention to the trauma that families, survivors, and communities 
are experiencing because of the lasting impacts of residential schools. This is 
tragically not an isolated case. 

The Government of Canada in 2016 made the commitment to fund the work of 
National Centre for Truth and Reconciliation (NCTR). Budget 2019 committed to 
continue the work started by the TRC and to implement Calls to Action 74 to 76 
(Missing Children and Burial Information) with $27 million in funding. 

This funding is supporting the NCTR in establishing the registries for deaths, 
burials and cemeteries. This funding will also support Indigenous partners and 
communities in developing community plans, conducting research and gathering 
local knowledge, accessing professional archaeological investigation services to 
identify and delineate burial sites, and to memorialize, commemorate and return 
their loved ones' remains home, as requested. 


Speaking Points: 


As we reflect on this tragedy, we must acknowledge that this is nota 
historical event. There are parents who are still living who have lost 
children, maybe even amongst those found in Kamloops. 


This pain is being felt in many parts of this country—not only by survivors, 
but by other generations of Indigenous people whose family and 
community members never returned home and live every day the ongoing 
impacts of intergenerational trauma caused by Residential Schools. 


Six years ago, the TRC charted a path forward for reconciliation for 
everyone in Canada. We have been making steady progress with 80 
percent of the Calls to Action under federal or shared jurisdiction 
completed or well underway. We know we still have so much more to do to. 


The important work on Calls to Action 74-76 is just the beginning and 
Canada remains committed to supporting survivors, their families, 
communities and all those impacted by the horrible legacy of Residential 
Schools. This just the first step in Canada fulfilling that commitment. 


3. Missing and Murdered Indigenous Women and Girls (MMIWG) 


On June 3, 2021, as part of the release of the 2021 Missing and Murdered 
Indigenous Women, Girls, and 2SLGBTQQI/A+ People National Action Plan: 
Ending Violence Against Indigenous Women, Girls, and 2SLGBTQQIA+ People, 
the Government of Canada released the Federal Pathway to Address Missing 
and Murdered Indigenous Women, Girls and 2SLGBTQQIA+ People. The 
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Pathway is the Government's contribution to the National Action Plan and 
contains the Government of Canada’s commitments. 

These commitments are supported by recent concrete investments in Budget 
2021, including $2.2 billion over five years and $160.9 million ongoing to address 
violence against Indigenous women, girls and two spirit plus people. Additionally, 
the Government of Canada is proposing an historic new investment of more than 
$18 billion over the next five years to improve the quality of life of and create new 
opportunities for people living in Indigenous communities. 


Speaking Points: 


The Pathway and investments represent a whole-of-government approach 
centered around the themes of culture, health and wellbeing, human safety 
and security, and justice, and include investments in cultural spaces and 
Indigenous languages, addressing systemic racism in the public and policy 
spheres, improving policing services and access to justice, reducing socio- 
economic barriers to education, training and employment, and funding to 
reduce data gaps that prevent appropriate policy making. 


The National Inquiry into MMIWG called upon all governments, private 
enterprises, and all Canadians and asked of us to take a new, holistic 
approach along the four themes to make the changes needed to end the 
violence. 


Addressing anti-Indigenous racism in the health care system will similarly 
require a concerted effort and willingness to be innovative from all of us: 
the public sector, the private sector, health care institutions, and individual 
health care professionals. 


We also need to reframe our discussion to ensure it is comprehensive. We 
need to look not just at changing attitudes of health care providers, and 
policies in institutions; we need to look at all the underlying causes that 
lead to worse health outcomes for Indigenous people and take anti- 
Indigenous racism out of all the elements that underpin health and 
wellbeing, including culture, safety, and socio-economic participation.

Draft Response: 
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Last week’s news of the discovery of 215 bodies found around the Kamloops Indian Residential School, located on the 
traditional territory of the Tk’emlups te Secwepemc people, is once again a reminder of the harms families Survivors, 
and communities have suffered and continue to suffer. We are profoundly saddened by this discovery and our thoughts 
are with Tk’emlups First Nations as they mourn. This is further evidence of the ongoing tragedy that has been passed 
through generations stemming from the legacy of the Indian residential school system. We remain committed to 
supporting survivors, their families and communities to locate and memorialize through ceremonies the children who 
died or went missing while attending residential schools. 


The Truth and Reconciliation Commission of Canada's "Missing Children and Unmarked Burials Project" was a systematic 
effort to record and analyze the deaths at the schools within the regulatory context in which the schools were intended 
to operate. The work that the Commission commenced is far from complete. The National Residential School Student 
Death Register was the first national report to record the names of the children who died in residential schools. It 
identified 3,200 residential school victims. 


Over the summer and fall of 2020, the Government hosted a series of virtual engagement sessions which provided a 
further opportunity for dialogue with a variety of Indigenous organizations across the country, including many Survivor 
groups, and advocacy organizations, healing and cultural centres, churches and communities, archives and research 
institutions, as well as provincial and territorial heritage practitioners, Knowledge Keepers and health support workers. 


Between July and November 2020, the Government hosted a series of 16 virtual engagement sessions with over 140 
participants from a wide variety of organizations across Canada. The focus on these engagement sessions was about 
informing families and responding to their wishes for appropriate commemoration ceremonies and markers, and 
reburial in home communities where requested. 


Through these engagement sessions the Government obtained the necessary guidance for the development of a 
national approach to the implementation of Calls to Action 74, and 75 and advice on the creation of a National 
Oversight Committee that will be established in summer 2021. The proposed oversight committee will adopt strategies 
in accordance with the principles set out in Call to Action 76, such that: 1. The Indigenous community most affected 
shall lead the development of such strategies. 2. Information shall be sought from residential school Survivors and other 
Knowledge Keepers in the development of such strategies. 3. Indigenous protocols shall be respected before any 
potentially invasive technical inspection and investigation of a cemetery site.

This message deals with topics that may cause trauma by invoking memories of past abuse. We 
recognize that some employees may not want to read on to minimize the risk associated with 
triggering. 


Today is National Indigenous Peoples Day. For the last 25 years, this day has been an occasion to 
celebrate the heritage, diverse cultures and many contributions of First Nations, Inuit, and Metis 
Peoples. 


This year’s celebrations come at a time of great sadness, as we continue to mourn the Indigenous 
children whose remains were found on the site of a former residential school in Kamloops. We are 
also thinking of all the Missing Children whose lives were stolen, the Survivors whose lives have 
been permanently altered, and their families across Canada, many of whom have had to live with the 
painful legacy of the residential school system. 


June 21 was chosen for this important day in part because it coincided with the summer solstice, 
which is the day with the most light, and one that is spiritually significant for many Indigenous people. 
While today is a celebration, it is also a reminder of the work ahead of us. As we move forward on the

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path of reconciliation and work to implement the Calls to Action from the Truth and Reconciliation 
Commission, we must listen to, and actively support, Indigenous Peoples and communities. 


| encourage all public servants to take time today to reflect on the cultures, traditions, languages, 
contributions, and heritage of First Nations, Inuit, and Metis Peoples. | also think it is important to 
reflect on how those cultures, traditions and languages have been threatened and attacked because 
of oppressive practices and systemic discrimination.
